Com pany to make costly 
additions

betterments to the extensive waterworks 
of ,ho company near Sedalia, and in 1914 the 
commission made the orders, which resulted 
in (he borrowing and expending 
of 
nearl.’ 
8100,000 additional money by tIm W ate r Com 
panv in making the improvements 
required. 


As the 
W ater Com pany’s income had al­ 
ways 
been too small to pay lor expenses o* 
operation, to accum ulate a fund to meet de 
pronation, contingent expenses, etc. 
and * 0 
giv* a fair 
return on the invested capital,— it 
wa-; an understood matte! ilia ’ 
the 
W ater 
company 
would enplv for an 
increase 
of 
water 
rates and fire-hydrant rentals, to en­ 
able it to 
pax- 
interest on ihe new obliga­ 
tions of the company and to meet the exist­ 
ing, needs 
of the company. 
The application 
of the W i ter Coml any was properly made to 
the Public 
Service Commission, and Ihe City 
of Sedalia intervened in the case, opposed tim 
application and submitted its defenses to the 
commission . 
For more than a year the com- 
mission 
was engaged on these cases, a care­ 
ful and conservative valuation was made of 
the 
com pany's properties, the laws applica­ 
ble to tim case were closely examined and 
construed, all the facts were considered, and 
♦he commission found that it was necessary 
to authorize an increase or w ater rates for 
private consumers, and to order the city to 
pay ;i low rate for all water used for city 
purposes and to pay $15 per v* ar for rental 
of each tire hydrant, instead of $ 3 0 per year 


l h** new rales were to begin and be in of 
feet two veals ago, and since that time the 
private citizens have been paying the increas­ 
ed rates under tin* schedule of rates approv­ 
ed by the Public Service Commission. 
But 
the City of Sedalia has continuously refused 
to pay for the water used by Ute city, has 
refused 
to pay the increase on rents 1 of fire 
hydrants, 
and has actually qui* paying for 
water that form erly had been paid for by th® 
C ity for certain uses. 
To justify such refusal to pay the sums due 
to the W a te r Company, the official agents of 
the City appealed from the decision and order 
of the Pu b lic Service Commission 
fo

courts. 
The cases were first heard in tin

fully sustained

The C ity can pay. and w ill pay if the Cit I 
zcns wish the C ity to pay as required by law. 
It is well know’n that after the Commission 
had decided the case of the W ater Company 
an I had oidered the City to pay Hie increase** 
fir*'-hydrant rental, and to pay for water used 
by the Ci v. the C ity made a new arrange 
ment w ith the Light Company under which the 
C itv 
voluntarily agreod to pay an increased 
amount 
of several thousand dollars each year 
to that Light Company.

Back in the States.

was shipped into France, going direct

England, 
w ith a letter from a man at Branden­ 
burg to his wife. Siie was not at home, 
but I left tin* letter and returned to 
France. 
I was in France altogether 
about three weeks, and then went to 
Barcelona, Spain. 
Then I took passage for the States 
on the Ck Lopez y Lopez, a Spanish 
merchantman. 
W e had mostly “ Spigs” 
on board, which is navy slang for 
Spaniards. 
Almost every one of them 
had a large fam ily of children and a 
raft of pets. 
W e sailed down through 
Valencia, Alm ena, Malaga, Cadiz ami 
L a s Palm as in the Canary islands. 
W hen we left Las Palm as we had a 
regular 
menagerie 
aboard— parrots, 
canary birds, dogs, monkeys and va­ 
rious beasts. 
The steerage of that 
boat was some sight, believe me. 
W e had boat drill all the w ay a *r >ss, 
of course, ami from the w ay those 
Spigs rushed about I knew that if a 
submarine got us th** only thing that 
would ho saved would be monkeys. Bu t 
we did not even have a false alarm all 
the w ay over. 
I arrived in Yew York (luring the 
month of duly, 11)17— two years and a 
half from the time I decided to go 
abroad to tin* w ar zone lo get some ex­ 
citement. 
I got ii, and no mistake. 
New York harbor and the old statu*' of 
Lib erty looked mighty good to me. you 
can bet. 
S<* here I ain, and sometimes I have 
to pinch myself to be stir*' of it. 
I cer­ 
tainly enjoy the food and warmth I 
g* t here, and except for tin occasional 
pro-German I hay** no trouble with 
anybody. 
M y wounds break open once 
iii a while, arid I am often bothered 
inside, oft account of th*' this I sw al­ 
lowed.
